I read with great interest the news reports of your recent 
meeting witn certain members of Congress concerning intelligence 
leaks. I enclose a copy of a bill I introduced last year, H.R. 39, 
which was drafted to meet the very problem that both you and I 
are very concerned about. I am aware that you have administratively 
imposed a number of the conditions of H.R. 89, but I continue to 
strongly believe that we should set these conditions in statute, 
as opposed to executive order. I would greatly appreciate it if 
you could have the appropriate staff persons review my legislation 
to see if it is something that we could work together on.
